Earlier, on his arrival back in 
Allied hands, Dickenson had 
hinted he expects more of the 
remaining Americans to follow 
his example. At the news con- 
ference in an evacuation camp 
on Seoul’s outskirts, however, 
he told the correspondents he 
could not answer questions about 
other prisoners who may still be 
in North Korea. 


‘Not My Belief.’ 


Dickenson told reporters: 

“I didn’t want to live with the 
Communists because Commu- 
nism is not my belief. I believe 
in my own way of life and I 
don't want to live with them 
(the Reds) any longer.” 

Pressed with questions, the 
corporal said he had “different 
reasons” for deciding to return 
to America but refused to state 
whether he was kept back from 
repatriation during last sum- 
mer’s ‘Operation Big Switch.” 

The first thing he wants to do 
now, Dickenson said, is to have 
a reunion with his family in 
Big Stone Gap. 

He disclosed he had had a 
girl friend in his home town 
until he received a “Dear John 
letter” calling it off. He got the 
letter, he said, just before he 
was captured by the Reds nearly 
three years ago. 

An Indian spokesman said 
Dickenson slipped away from 
the other Americans and ‘asked 
for hospitalization in order to 
get the chance to request re- 
patriation. 

Change in Attitude. 

In contrast to his cautious re- 
serve at the news conference 
tonight, he was happy and 
friendly and waved to a crowd 
of observers as he was handed 
back to the United Nations Com- 
mand in Panmunjom at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. 

Asked by reporters shouting 
questions at him if: any more 
of the American non-repatriates 
would change their minds and 
come back home, Dickenson 
shouted in reply: 

“I think so... more than 
likely.” 

Dickenson’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Van Buren Dickenson, who 
live in a remote cabin in the 
Allegheny mountains, were joy- 
ous. His mother told a reporter, 
“Well thank God .. . I knew

Acting almost simultaneously, 
the House approved almost iden- 
tical bills, except that the House 
voted to give the Governor $6,- 
500,000 to spend on the hay-pro- 
curement program. 

No Discussion. 


The bills were passed without 
any discussion in either house.

Again the President said that 
it had seemed to him farmers 
were taking things in stride. He 
had lunch at Abilene, he noted, 
with about 40 people, all closely 
associated with farming, and 
people who, because of their as- 
sociation with him would cer- 
tainly not have hesitated to tell 
him what was on their minds. 

The farmers were happy, he 
thought, that the Administration 
is trying to develop a compre- 
hensive program and is getting 
constant practical advice from 
operating farmers in doing so. 
They were pleased, he said, that 
the Government is ready to meet 
the problem on a broad scale.

House Boosts Figure. 


The House, on recommenda- 
tion of ‘its Appropriations Com- 
mittee, decided yesterday to 
boost the assistance fund $1,000,- 
000 over the amount that Gov. 
Donnelly requested. 

This was done because House 
leaders fear that the $1,000,000 
in federal drouth aid recently 
released to Missouri by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson may 
be’ tied up by conditions and 
regulations which. would make 
it unavailable for use in connec- 
tion with the state program. 

The Senate, by a vote of 16 
to 5 yesterday, defeated an 
amendment by Senator Meredith 
Farten (Rep.), Pierce City, which 
would have increased the Sen- 
ate’s proposed drouth relief 
allotment to the House figure. 

The $1,000,000 difference be- ' 
tween the Senate and House ap-| 
propriations is not expected to 
block speedy enactment of the 
drouth relief legislation. Lead- 
ers of both houses said they 
thought a compromise could be 
worked out to settle. the issue 
without delaying the program. 

The Senate bills were sent to 
the House after passage and 
will be referred to the House 
Appropriations Committee for 
action tomorrow, while the 
House bills were sent to the 
Senate and referred to a similar 
committee for action. 

Leaders of the House and 
Senate later met and reached 
an agreement on the procedure 
to be followed in passing the 
drouth relief bills. The House 
agreed to take up the Senate- 
approved bill conferring broad 
powers on Gov. Donnelly to ad- 
minister the program. It also 
was agreed the Senate would 
take up the House-approved bill 
appropriating funds for the pro-

Conflicting Statements. 
Various and sometimes con- 
flicting reports about those 
studies have produced some 
public confusion.

NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (UP)— 
The CIO United Steel Workers 
union’s policy committee dis- 
closed today that it probably 
will seek a company-financed 
insurance program next year for 
its 1,200,000 members. 

The powerful 170-man policy 
group, meeting here to map 
strategy for contract negotia- 
tions beginning next spring, 
heard John Tomayko of Pitts- 
burgh, a U.S.W. expert on insur- 
ance and pension matters, de- 
clare that the present insurance 
program was “wholly inade- 
quate” and the union should de- 
mand expanded coverage. 

Tomayko said the union also 
should ask the industry to as- 
sume the full financial obliga- 
tion of the insurance program, 
rather than continue the present 
five-cent per hour contributions, 
half paid by the companies and 
half by the employes. 


‘Operation Sound-Off.’ 

The meeting, held with re- 
porters present for the first 
time in the union’s history, was 
opened by David J. McDonald, 
USW president, who said the 
conference should be called 
“Operation Sound-off.” 

“We want to listen to you,” 
McDonald told the committee. 
“We have never tried anything 
like this before. It is not our 
intention to adopt a wage policy 
at this session. It is too early. 
It would be foolhardy of ug to 
adopt a policy now with the 
chance of so many things hap- 
pening between now and next 
June.” 

McDonald said the committee 
would consider insurance and

Tomayko said the union 
should attempt to extend the 
length of time allowed for hos- 
pitalization under the union’s 


program and extend the bene- | 


fits to cover anesthesia, mater- 
nity care and other treatment 
now excluded, 

He added that the union 
should also attempt to include a 
program for pre-paid dental care 
in its medica] plan, 

A union spokesman indicated 
the insurance and pension bene- 
fits were regarded with as much 
importance in the forthcoming 
contract negotiations as the de- 
mand for a guaranteed annual 
wage. 

The present pension agree- 
ment, signed in 1949, provides 
for $100 monthly retirement pay, 
including federal old-age pen- 
sions. The union was reported 
considering asking for $150 a 
month—whch would be more 
than the $137 monthly pension 
for retired automobile workers. 

When the pension clauses 
were agreed upon in 1949, the 
industry also granted a social 
insurance program covering life 
insurance, hospitalization and 
similar benefits, financed by 5- 
cents hourly contributions, half 
of it borne by the companies and 
half by the employes.

The most dramatic moment in 
the crowded courtroom came 
when Court President Francesco 
Sicher asked Miss Duelli whether 
she had been the lover of Mig- 
liari, as he had testified.

“Icardi, instead, was a man 
who wanted to have fun and 
make money,” she testified. “He 
used to say ‘either I will become 
a hero or fry on the chair.’ He 
did not regard his work seri- 
ously.” 

Another witness, Police Lt. 
Elio Alberti, the investigator 
who recovered Holohan’'s bods 
from the depths of Lake Orsa., 
told the court: 

Lt. leardi was the only black 
soul .of the whole affair.

Oct. 21 (AP)—The United States 
called on its fellow United Na- 
tion members yesterday to 
pledge themselves to support an 
international development fund 
“when sufficient progress” is 
made in world disarmament to 
unfreeze money for the project. 

The United States resolution 
was submitted to the 60-nation 
Economic Committee which has 
been debating the proposed cre- 
ation of an international fund 
to assist under-developed coun- 
tries. 

Delegate James D. Zellerbach 
told the committee last week 
that the United States was not 
prepared at this time to con- 
tribute to the proposed inter- 
national fund. But, he added, 
his Government stood ready to 
devote a “substantial percent- 
age” of savings from disarma- 
ment to “a fund for world aid 
and reconstruction.” 


In another section of the

Farley, director of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, said, “The 
flock of geese in the Horseshoe 
Lake area of the Mississippi 
Flyway has grown to the point 
where an increased annual take 
of the birds is safe and desir- 
able. Also, crop depredations 
have become substantial with 
the increased size of the flock. 
There is every biological justi- 
fication and requirement that a 
greater harvest of these birds 
be made. The State of Illinois, 
following conferences with per- 
sonnel of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service, has proposed a reduc- 
tion in the size of the closed 
area as a logical means of ac- 
complishing this, and in amend- 
ing the proclamation, we are 
adopting the recommendations 
of the state to bring about con- 
ditions that should result in a 
greater harvest.” 

No doubt, the harvest of geese 
fn the Horseshoe Lake area will 
be much greater this year than 
last because of this amendment 
and the fact that this year nim- 
rods can shoot until sunset. 


’ Over on the Missouri side, in 


Mississippi county, the shooting 
will improve greatly over last 
season due to the Illinois sports- 
men moving the geese and the 
change to the later shooting 
hours. 

Goose hunters on the Mis- 
souri side have claimed “the 
geese wore wrist watches” and 
did not move in great numbers 
into Missouri until after the 
hunting curfew sounded. The 
old gray gander had better go 
on daylight saving time or else 
move on to greener pastures if 
he is to survive. That there will 
be a “greater harvest” is a fore- 
gone conclusion.

“Surveys have shown that the 
majority of fatalities in football 
take place during the first five 
or eight minutes the player is 
on the field. When platoons 
were constantly changing, play- 
ers were constantly having to 
warm up.” 

Slow Whistle. 

Eastwood had one complaint 
about the present game. 

“It seems to me the officials 
are not quick enough on the 
whistle this year,” Eastwood 
said. “This allows more piling 
on and naturally makes more in- 
juries and fatalities possible.”

To deny the hearing of the peo- 
ple’s side of the “fair-trade” issue is 
beyond my comprehension. 

For six years we have been fight- 
ing “fair trade” with every means at 
our disposal. We have been fighting 
for the rights and privileges of 
every citizen of this country, as 
guaranteed by our Constitution. 

We have been fighting for the citi- 
zen’s privilege of shopping for low- 
er prices — not to be bound and 
gagged by the same price every- 
where, fixed by greedy and unscrup- 
ulous manufacturers. 

We have been fighting for sick 
péople who need drugs and who 
catinot afford the high fixed prices 
set by “fair-traders.”

The Supreme Court, by refusing 
even to hear the people’s side, has 
created almost the same situation 
that existed when the congressional 
committees met to consider the 
question in 1951.

* A Suggestion 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

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Pride, Hope—and Logic 
The President’s address at the dedication of 

the Falcon dam on the Rio Grande was one of 
his most felicitous speeches in nine months 
he has been in office. 

Mr. Eisenhower's words conveyed his feeling 
of personal satisfaction in being called on to 
take part in dedicating “this great structure” 
to the use of peoples of the United States and 
of Mexico. The moment, so he said, filled him 
“with pride and with hope.” But more than 
any volume of words, he added, the sound of 
rushing waters and the spinning generators 
spoke the understanding between the neighbor- 
ing peoples. 

As the President himself remarked, the Fal- 
con dam is an achievement of the International 
Boundary and Water Commission which goés 
back 65 years. It was possible for Mr. Eisen- 
hower to dedicate this dam, with its electric 
power, water storage and irrigation facilities, 
because men before him conceived it, appreved 
it, and provided for it through official acts. 
Had others not been farsighted, had they not 
voted the funds, had they not passed and signed 
the bills, there would have been no Falcon dam 
for Dwight D. Eisenhower to dedicate. 


So much for those whose work preceded Mr. 
Eisenhower's visit to meet President Ruiz Cor- 
tines at the Rio Grande. The question now is: 
What is the man who occupies the White House 
today going to do to set in motion projects, such 
as the Falcon dam, for successor Presidents to 
dedicate? 

Hell’s Canyon Is a case in point. There, on 
the Snake river, between Idaho and Oregon, is 
one of the greatest natural power sites on the 
face of the earth. It should be developed so 
as to provide maximum value for the future. 
It should produce electric power. It should 
store flood waters. It should contribute ‘to irri- 
gation. 

If the Dwight Eisenhower Administration 
wants some President some day to visit Hell's 
Canyon and dedicate a great federal multiple- 
purpose dam for the people of the United 
States, now is the time to see that the start 
is made. Now is the time to keep the site out 
of private promoters’ hands. Now is the time 
to do what others did long ago to make the 
Falcon dam possible. 

The logic of Mr. Eisenhower's address at the 
Rio Grande is inescapable. It is for him to go 
to Hell’s Canyon, while he is President, to turn 
the first spadeful in the construction of a great 
federal dam that will serve all the people of 
the northwest. 
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One Drouth Relief Program 


It is much to be hoped that the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the State of Missouri will set up 
a single joint program of hay relief. 

If Washington insists on operating independ- 
ently, as there is some fear it will do, the 
drouth-stricken farmer will suffer from the 
duplication of effort. 

He will have to go to more than twice as 
much trouble to obtain relief as he would if 
federal and state aid were a collaboration. 

He may find himself buck-passed back and 
forth between the two agencies. 

To make the state and federal aid truly 
co-operative should be the first aim of both 
levels of government. 


Missouri agricultural officials are meeting 
with representatives of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture to work out plans for 
co-operation. That is good as far as it goes. The 
kind of co-operation that is most needed is the 
kind that calls for top-level decisions—by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary Benson for the 
Federal Government, and by the Legislature 
and Gov. Donnelly for the state department. 

One such’ decision is that affecting the 
amount of hay a farmer will be allowed to buy 
under the subsidy program. Secretary Benson 
has set a limit of 60 days’ supply. Missouri’s 
plan allows a top limit of two tons of hay for 
each cow, every two calves, or every five sheep 
—an amount estimated to be enough to carry 
them through the winter. 


The Missouri limit is the better because it 
sets out to do the entire job instead of merely 
to make a start. This is only one of many 
points on which dual programs would bring 
about confusion, delay, and frustration, and 
a joint program alone can do what is to be done. 

Before the special session of the Legislature 
comes to a close, the Department of Agriculture 
should work out with officials of the state the 
basis for a real partnership in administering 
drouth relief. 
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The Prisoner Pawns 

None of the many personal tragedies spawned 
by the conflict in Korea is more moving than 
the fate of the prisoners now in neutral cus- 
tody. They have ceased to be individuals. They 
have become pawns in a monstrous propaganda 
duel which can only sicken the hearts of those 
who watch it. 


When the first Chinese prisoners last week 
went through the mill of explanations by Com- 
munist officials seeking to lure them home, 
less than 2 per cent chose to be repatriated. 
That was enough to blow up the Communist 
propaganda line which depicted the vast ma- 
jority of these prisoners as being held against 
their will. 

The interviews were soon broken off, how- 
ever, when North Korean prisoners refused to 
attend. The Communists, in view of the early 
results, may have been glad of it. The U.N. 
Command has no reason to be equally happy for 
this development gives the Communists an “out” 
they do not deserve. 2 


Mass resistance of the prisoners could only 
be accomplished by organization and leadership 
within the prison compounds. An individual who 
had firmly decided not to go home would have 
nothing to fear from a short supervised inter- 
view with Communist officials. His decision 
would take on more force, indeed, by his with- 
standing the persuaders, as 98 per cent of the 
first batch did. When thousands refuse even 
to listen, they are obviously under extreme 
pressure from within their own ranks. " 

From the U.N, point of view, it would be 
better to let the Communists do their per- 
suasive worst and fail, than to permit them to 
claim that the interviews had been broken up 
by coercion and the threat of force. Unfor- 
tunately this is about what has happened. The 
neutral commission, obliged by the truce terms 
to arrange the interviews, declined in the face 
of resistance to use force, lest the result be 
a mass breakout. 

The decision was wise, but what it means 
is that the neutral commission confesses its 
inability to carry out one of the provisions of 
the truce agreement. Unless a way is found 


; 


to break the deadlock, this could be the end of 
the commission. 

The U.N, command cannot be held responsi- 
ble for any anti-Communist organizers in the 
prison camps who have thus defied the com- 
mission by the threat of,force. But it might be 
helpful if the U.N. command would explicitly 
disassociate itself frdm these incitements, and 
let the prisoners know that.“‘our side” wants all 
the truce terms, including prisoner interviews, 
to be carried out. U.N, sources are reported .to 
be urging such an appeal to avert a breakdown 
of the truce. : 


The U.N. command would have nothing to \ 


lose and something to gain by acceding to the 
request.

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Does the Governor Want the Blame? 

Without so much as a logical explanation of 
his stand, Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has refused 
to put the St. Louis earnings tax before the 
current special session .of the Legislature. And 
the Legislature, of course, cannot continue the 
city’s authority to collect this tax unless the 
Governor does bring up the issue. 

Being neither phrenologists nor crystal- 
gazers, we cannot explain Gov. Donnelly’s atti- 
tude. Maybe he feels that St. Louis had its 
chance during the regular session. Maybe he 
has accepted the red-herring argument that an 
extension of the tax would be a precedent for 
similar levies in other Missouri communities. 
Or it may be that he has a reason all his own. 

The hard, hard fact, however, is that if the 
Governor remains “unmoved, his firmness will 
cost St. Louis dear. And as we have said before, 
what’s bad for St. Louis is bad for Missouri. 
If the state's largest and richest city is forced 
into financial and physical decline—and the two 
go together—then the State Treasury in par- 
ticular will feel the effect. 

As a matter of fact, St. Louis all this time 
might have been demanding help from that 
treasury. Its people pay the largest share of 
the state’s taxes and they certainly can argue 
very cogently that less than a fair share of the 
money comes back to them. St. Louis, however, 
has been willing to help pay the cost of gov- 
ernment, education, hospitals and other state 
institutions and services in the less fortunate 
parts of the state. All it has been asking is thé 
right to raise money at home to pay home 
expenses. 

Surely it is not beyond reason to request 
that much home rule. The need for $8,000,000 
a year brought in by the earnings tax has been 
explained to the Governor and to outstate legis- 
lators by Mayor Tucker and former Mayor 
Kaufmann. The consequences of the expiration 
of this tax—the prospects of decay—also have 
been made clear. Does Gov. Donnelly really 
want to assume responsibility for such a re- 
versal of municipal progress? 

No doubt, he has heard arguments against the 
earnings tax even from St. Louis. Some groups 
are always against all taxation. They probably 
are also against the $5,500,000 drouth relief ap- 
propriation recommended by the Governor. 
St. Louisans especially could say they have no 
cows and need no hay. Instead the sympathy of 
almost all of them goes out to the state’s hard- 
hit farmers. 

St. Louis wants a little sympathy, too. Not a 
cash hand-out, but just a chance to raise the 
money to pay its bills. Will Gov. Donnelly really 
stand against this to the bitter end? Or will 
he take advantage of the presence of the legis- 
lators in Jefferson City to ask them to renew 
this grant of community taxing power? 
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The Airport Needs a Broom 

One million airline passengers will use Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field: this year, and we would 
like to bet that some 750,000 of them will go 
away saying that the St. Louis airport is the 
dirtiest, the sloppiest, the worst kempt, the 
most disorderly they ever saw. 

Yes, we know the answer. The airport is in 
transition. The new administration building will 
change things. Traffic has grown faster than 
expected. And so on, down through the list of 
alibis. 

The fact remains that the front yard which 
St. Louis presents to a million airline passengers 
a year is a disgrace to the city. A ratty hot 
dog stand smack in the middle of the apron, 
first thing seen by many visitors, gives the 
whole place a honky-tonk air. Popcorn sacks, 
soft drink cups, cigarette packages, candy bar 
wrappers and an indescribable litter befoul the 
approaches to a dingy and ill planned terminal. 

Yes, we know. Everything is going to be dif- 
ferent once the new administration building is 
completed. But meanwhile a good deal of ordi- 
nary, elemental cleanliness could be accom- 
plished by a man with a broom. Is it too much 
to ask Director of Public Utilities Conway B. 
Briscoe and Airport Manager David E. Leigh 
to keep the place at least moderately neat? 
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As a result of his drawings at the Big Three 
Foreign Ministers’ meeting in London, John 


Foster Dulles can qualify as a Yankee Doodle 
Dandy. 
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G.O.P. Silence on Mr. Lee 


Does no single Republican share the misgiv- 
ings about President Eisenhower’s appointment 
of Robert E. Lee to the FCC? Senator Mon- 
roney of Oklahoma and several other Democrat- 
ic Senators are preparing to question the ap- 
pointment. Republicans surely have as much 
interest as Democrats in protecting the FCC 
from undue political pressures. 


We trust the opposition to Mr. Lee will not 
content itself with questioning the appointee’s 
activities in the 1950 Maryland senatorial cam- 
paign. His role in that unsavory affair assured- 
ly deserves the closest examination, but the 
Maryland campaign is not the only reason for 
objection to Mr. Lee. 

This gentleman has a knack for turning up 
where Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin has a 
hatchet job to do. Right now Senator McCar- 
thy is trying to do a hatchet job on the FCC. 
He has improperly brought political pressure 
to bear on FCC to influence its decision in favor 
of the Hearst Corp. and against educational 
television in Milwaukee. He abused his author- 
ity as chairman of the Senate Permanent In- 
vestigating subcommittee in order to do this. 

There is too much danger that Mr. Lee as a 
commissioner would be Senator McCarthy’s 
agent of political penetration into the FCC. If 
he possessed some outstanding technical or other 
qualification which no one else could offer, there 
might conceivably be some reason for running 
the risk of tying the FCC to Senator McCarthy’s 
none-too-snowy-white apron strings. But almost 
anyone could offer as much in the way of quali- 
fication as does Mr. Lee. He is a weak ap- 
pointee as well as a potentially dangerous one, 
and the opposition should make both these points 
against confirming him.

The new Chief Justice will take of- 
fice to the accompaniment of a chorus 
of acclaim, and his confirmation may be 
assumed. Unfortunately we cannot join 
in this chorus, for while it is quite pos- 
sible that Mr. Warren may measure up 
to the responsibilities of the office there 
are certain forgotten facts about his ca- 
reer which arouse our misgivings. 


Item One. No one person had more to 
do with bringing about the removal of 
the West Coast Japanese during World 
War II — citizens —_— 
and aliens. alike; SH" 
men, women, and 
children—than Mr. 
Warren, who was 
then Attorney Gen- 
eral of California. 
In urging the re- 
moval of the Japa- 
nese, a measure 
which has been 
characterized as a 
constitutional dis- 
aster, Mr. Warren 
proceeded from in- 
defensible pre m= Chief Justice Warren 
ises. For example, 
he contended that the Nisei—the Amer- 
ican-born and educated generation— 
were more “dangerous” and suspect 
than the Issei, their Japanese-born par- 
ents. A more cynical appraisal of, the 
effects of public-school education and 
of American cultural influences has 
seldom been voiced. 


Clear Case of ‘Personal Bias’ 


Pointing to the clusters of Japanese 
settlements near industrial plants and 
areas leased from private utility com- 
panies, narrow fenced strips running 
beneath high-tension transmission lines, 
he said that the Japanese had selected 
these sites because they were well lo- 
cated for sabotage acts. As Attorney 
General, Mr. Warren was fully aware, 
since it was his responsibility to en- 
force the Alien Land Act, that the 
Japanese had been driven into the 
“crevices” and marginal areas to which 
he attached such sinister importance. 

When the state Board of Agriculture, 
on the motion of Dr. Paul S. Taylor, 
adopted a resolution urging fair play, 
he promptly replaced Dr. Taylor. 


The Japanese were strong-armed out 
of the West Coast produce industry— 
their creation incidentally—at a loss of 
more than $600,000,000. Nor have they 
ever regained their former position. 

Item Two. Those who want to learn 
something about the Governor's social 
philosophy should, in addition to ex- 
ploring his views on the tidelands oil 
issue, read the brief that he filed as 
Attorney General in the case of Ed- 
wards vs. California (314 U.S. 160, de- 
cided in 1941). In this case Mr. Warren 
tried unsuccessfully to sustain the con- 
stitutionality of a section of the Wel- 
fare and Institutions Code which made 
it a misdemeanor for anyone to bring 
into California an indigent person, 
knowing that person to be indigent. 


Bystanders at Vigilantes’ Riot 


The case was a direct outgrowth of 
the nativistic agitation against Okies 
and Arkies and other dust-bowl mi- 
grants. Even Justice Byrnes of South 
Carolina, who wrote the opinion, could 
not accept this nonsensical sociology. 

On October 21, 1939, a thousand or 
more Okies were holding a strike meet- 
ing in the County Park in Madera. The 
idea was that if the meeting was held 
there, in town, in full view of the au- 
thorities, it would not be broken up. 

Suddenly 200 or more cars and trucks 
loaded with ranchers armed with rub- 
ber hoses, automobile cranks, fan belts, 
and baseball bats converged on the 
park and broke up the meeting. The 
scene was witnessed by: Col. Charles 
Henderson of the National Guard, the 


? 


local sheriff, and Captain Tores of the 
state highway patrol and 14 of his offi- 
cers. No effort whatever was made to 
protect the meeting or arrest the vigi- 
lantes. 


When a delegation from the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union visited Mr. 
Warren to ask him, as Attorney General, 
to prosecute the rioters, he gave them 
“a courteous hearing but did not com- 
mit himself.” 


Item Three. Governor Warren fought 
a bitter behind-the-scenes battle to block 
the pardon which Governor Culbert L. 
Olson granted to Tom Mooney in 1939 
and as a member of the State Advisory 
Prison Board voted against recommend- 
ing a pardon for Warren Billings. 


By then the facts were fully estab- 
lished, and the distinguished jurists 
and legal scholars who had _ recom- 
mended a pardon would constitute a 
fairly good sample of the best legal 
talent. 


Spearheads Attack on a Liberal 


The blunt fact is that until he be- 
came governor, Warren was strongly 
anti-labor. 

Item Four. When Governor Olson 
named Max Radin, for years a distin- 
guished member of the faculty of the 
University of California's Law School, 
to the state Supreme Court, the con- 
servative San Francisco Chronicle ac- 
claimed Radin as “a distinguished lib- 
eral ... with a high degree of judicial 
temperament and a passion for justice,’ 
adding that he should be confirmed 
with no more of the scurrilous attack 
that arises from Inability to distinguish 
between liberal faith and subversive 
character.” Mr. Warren was the spear- 
head of this attack. It was his vote as a 
member of the Qualifications Commis- 
sion that blocked confirmation. 


What of his attitude on the loyalty 
oath? As an ex-officio member of the 
Board of Regents, Warren opposed the 
oath but for reasons which reflect little 
credit on him. It was the Governor's 
great friend, President Robert Gordon 
Sproul—he had placed Warren's name 
in nomination at the 1948 convention— 
who originally proposed the loyalty 
— Warren did not oppose its adop- 

on. 


Product of Publicists 


Later, when the faculty revolted. 
Sproul reversed his position and tried 
to undo the damage he had done. War- 
ren then had no alternative but to sup- 
port Sproul, which he did on a narrow 
technical point. 


What the public does not understand 
is that the Warren who emerged after 
1942 is quite unlike the earlier Warren. 
On its face, this might indicate that he 
had grown or changed, or, again, it 
could mean that he was impressed by 
the Democratic registration which out- 
numbered the Republican in California 
three to two. 


Whatever the reason, the transforma- 
tion was indisputably the handiwork of 
Clem Whitaker and Leone Baxter, the 
well-known public relations team which 
managed Warren’s campaign. After 1942 
Warren was regularly photographed 
splashing around in the Pacific with 
his numerous brood. 

This new Warren is clearly one of the 
great public-relations triumphs of Whit- 
aker and Baxter, but they did not ap- 
prove of the mild liberalism which the 
Governor adopted as part of his new 
ensemble and it was not long before 
they broke with him.

The other change is of enorm- 
ous importance and I can do no 
more than note it here at the 
end of this dispatch. It has to 
do with what one might describe 
as the rising determination to 
prevent war by diplomatic ac-

WRITING FOR TELEVISION is infinitely 
more complex than writing for radio. Still, 
writers don’t get anything like the money or 
prestige of actors or directors. It's a_ situation 
that ought to be corrected fast if there are to 
be any writers of integrity and imagination and 
genius to stay in the field. 

There are a few. One of them fs Paddy Cha- 
yevsky, who last season wrote “Marty,” one of 
the most interesting plays of the season. Recent- 
ly, Philco Theater produced another of Chayev- 
sky’s plays, “Bachelor Party,” which was fasci- 
nating on a number of counts. It was a very 
simple and relentlessly honest story about a 
bunch of white-collar workers—three of them 
married, one a bachelor, and the other the soon- 
to-be groom—having a night on the town. 

The married men, enmeshed in domestic bore- 
dom and the everlasting middle-class struggle 
between incomt and outgo, have grave misgiv- 
ings about the institution of marriage.

W of 12-year-olds often wonder. They used to object 

to his thumb-sucking, but now they look back with 

some noStalgia on those long ago days when he sat quietly 
in a corner and quietly sucked his thumb. 

For the average 12-year-old is anything but quiet. His 
energy seems boundless. And though 12 is not, in many, 
a particularly tense age, there are nevertheless at least a 
dozen (sometimes more) ways in which he lets off steam, 
or releases his tensions. All the ways of the 11-year-old, and 
many more, are his. Hand to face or head gestures are par- 
ticularly common. Thus he may quite characteristically bite 
his fingernails, rub his face, put hands to mouth, twist his 
hair. Or he may lick his lips, thrust his tongue in and out, 
clear his throat.

LOUD VULGAR LAUGHTER and even unintentional 
belching is also characteristic of the 12-year-old who also 
fidgets and wiggles and waves his arms around. 

When he sits in a chair he is “all over the chair,” and 
as often as not he is so active that the chair itself may 
be all over the room. 

Or he may characteristically let off steam by a good 
deal of rough-housing with dog, brothers and sisters or 
friends—or even»with his parents.

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: Not Enough Shepherds

EW men are really evil. 
F Here and there, one will 

find an individual who 
hates the good; who attacks 
virtues as such, as well as 
despoils the virtuous; who 
strikes at the heart of reli- 
gion and morality, rather 
than steals or plunders; who 


is respected in society, pa- 
rades himself as a seeker aft- 
er truth and yet nails Di- 
vinity with a lie to the cross 
of the world’s scorn. 

The vast majority of man- 
kind have no such evil will; 
they may do bad things, give 
way to their passions, malign, 
slander, be greedy and self- 
ish, but they do these things 
in an almost thoughtless way 
—sometimes just by follow- 
ing the line of least resist- 
ance. 

Such was the Divine Judg- 
ment upon a group of 5000 
men who followed the Saviour 
into the desert, “He was 
moved with pity for the mul- 
titudes, seeing them harried 
and abject, like sheep that 
have no shepherd.” Heaven's 
eyes see the majority of men 
“sheep that lost them- 
selves.” They do not con- 

jously rebel agaipst the 
shepherd; there is little de- 
liberate and practically no 
resolution to leave the green 
pastures,

MOST HUMAN BEINGS 
have just strayed, and wan- 
dered, like sheep from the 
fields which the shepherds 
indicated; they just drifted 
into the sands of mediocrity, 
the burnt pastures of disil- 
lusionment and the harren 
hillsides of empty illusions. 

They follow their noses; 
hardly looking up to see 
where the present momen- 
tary enjoyment would lead 
them, and without any evil 
intent, they go on making 
mistakes. They settle for such 
a low and dull form of life, 
as not to feel the loss of 
higher values. The real hor- 
ror is that they do not look 
upon themselves with pity 
and disgust; they are rather 
so devoid of a standard of 


life as never to cry: ‘This is 
unbearable; 1 must escape 
from it.” 


Correlative with this follow- 
ing the ‘lines of least resist- 
ance is the fact that they are 
without shepherds. Modern so- 
ciety is without great leaders, 
suffering as it does from the 
terrible nemesis of mediocrity. 
Few have courage to break the 
pattern of routine, to chal- 
Jenge the sensate culture in 
which they live, and to even 
credit a shepherd for knowing 
green pastures. Such is the 
plight of men in the eyes of 
Divine compassion; they are 
without a shepherd. 


Oe ae 
THAT BRINGS UP the 
question: why was revelation 
accorded to shepherds’ 
Arnold Toynbee in his re- 
markable “Study of History” 
gives this reason: When catas- 
trophes overtake the centers 
of civilization, the shepherds 
and the herdsmen on the 
mountains are about the only 
ones who survive. When an 
atomic bomb bursis “only the 
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meek shall inherit the land” 
—-those in the fields, away 
from the inns and the gather- 
ing places of public opinion. 
The shepherds, in time of dis- 
aster, stand for those whose 
gentleness and simplicity are 
the best transmitters of the 
knowledge and the truths 
which the sophisticated, the 
urban and the snobbish too 
often scorn. The simple peo- 
ple, like shepherds, keep the 
negatives of peace when the 
rest of the world tear up the 
photographs.

As Toynbee puts it: “The 
guileless shepherds who have 
survived the floods, have 
hearts that are ready to re- 
ceive the new revelation.”

WRITERS AND  DIREC- 
TORS of radio and television 
shows too often ignore the 
shepherds or the simple peo- 
ple of the country. Because 
the show is produced in New 
York or Hollywood, the direc- 
tors assume that everyone who 
sees the show has the same 
cosmopolitan atmosphere as 
the city where it originates. 

America, it must be remem- 
bered, is a thick sandwich of 
good meats, but the slices of 
bread which hold them togeth- 
er are very thin. The sheep 
who look at shows are in many 
instances wiser and deeper 
than the shepherds who would 
lead them into the white and 
black pastures of a television 
screen. 

The whole world needs a 
shepherd. Of those who guide 
the destinies of the United 
States we may ask: “Who shall 
guard the guardians?” To 
what common goal do they 
aspire, and which alone as- 
sures proper guidance in our 
international affairs? 

The world needs someone 
who follows us as lost sheep. 
We have too many who find 
out what the lost sheep want, 
and then give them dry pas- 
tures. 

The world is improved only 
by One Who gives us not what 
we want, but what we need— 
to get back on the paths. This 
will happen when we find 
Him Who said: “I am the Good 
Shepherd.”
